During the early part of 1963* New York T-l* 
another Government agency which conducts security type 
investigations, abroad, advised that Heinrichs W. Bagatais, 
former Chairman in 1957* of "Daugavas Vanagi" (Latvian 
"Veterans Organization), New York, New York, was sus- 
pected of Russian Intelligence Service involvement by 
an official German source. 



Residence and Employment 

On April 28, 1965 * Heinrichs Bagatais was 
observed to depart from 412 Cathedral Parkway, New 
York City, New York, at 9:25 A.M., by Special Agents 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), He 
proceeded to 59th street and Ninth Avenue, and then 
walked to 518-528 west 58 th Street, New York City, 
which is the rear entrance of International Flavors and 
Fragrances, Incorporated, 521 West 57th Street, New York 
City, New York, He entered this address at 9:58 A.M. 

On May 14, 1965 , Bagatais was observed to 
depart from 521 West 57th Street, at 6:30 P.M. and to 
proceed by 3 ubway to 110th Street and Broadway, He 
arrived at this location at 6:53 P.M, and entered a 
men's room in the subway. He v*as no tv, observed to de- 
part from the subway station until 7:00 P.M. He then 
entered Hanges Florist, located at 2840 Broadway, 
where he purchased a bqquet of flowers. He then 
walked to his residence at 412 Cathedral Parkway 
and entered at 7:10 P.M.

On June 9* 1965* New York T-2, whfc> has furnished 
reliable information In the past, advised that the subject 
is still employed at International Flavors and Fragrances, 
Incorporated, however, recently he has been working very 
long hours from 11:00 A.M. to 12:00 midnight.
